B. Evans, agreed with Prosecuting At- 
torney Cooke to withdraw the plea of 
not guilty and enter a plea of guilty of 
peitt larceny, providing the indictment 
for burglary and receiving stolen goods 
was nollied. 


Before sentencing the trio, Judge 


Douglas devoted a few minutes' time 
to delivering a mild lecture to the boys, 
pointing out to them the unhappicess 
of a life devoted to crime, and what a 
serions thing it was to trample on the 
laws of the state. He appealed to their 
youth, their intelligent appearance and 
their manhood, and instructed them to 
avoid repeating an offense which would 
lead in the end to' a miserable' exist- 
ence. 


Lowell Morgan, the eldest of the 


three brothers, was the first to be sen- 
tenced, and when asked by the judge if 
he had anything to say before the sen- 
tence of the court was passed upon 
him, briefly thanked the judge for his 
advice and promised to obey bis in- 
structions. 
He also remarked that he 


had spent several months in jail, wait- 
ing to be tried for his first offense, and 
asked that the sentence be a lenient 
one. 


He was given thirty days and the 


costs of the prosecution, the same sen- 
tence being meted out to his two 
brothers, and they were taken back to 
their cells by Sheriff Warner. 


Prosecuting Attorney Oooke made a 


hard fight for the state in his efforts 
to convict Lowell Morgan of burglary 
also, hut the jury, after being out from 
five o'clock Tuesday evening 
until 


nearly ten, concluded that the evidence 
was not sufficient.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Turkey is to b» 


coerced. The sultan is to be reduced, 
in fact, if not actually in name, to vas- 
salage. His fate will be made known 
-to him probably before the end of the 
present week. 


Eussia, France and Great Britain has 


decreed it. Should he resist or fail to 
bow at once to the inevitable, then the 
combined fleets of those three powers 
will enforce their behest. 


Such, in brief, is the infinitely wel- 


come news which will bring relief and 
a sense of restored self-respect to the 
whole Christian world. 
It is not offi- 


cially announced yet 
It may even be 


discredited in certain quarters for a 
few hours as premature. 
But it can 


•be affirmed, nevertheless, without res- 
ervation. 


It was not until Tuesday that the 


full consummation was reached. Rus- 
sia, France and Great Britain arrived 
at a substantial agreement on a plan 
of action last week. There remained 
the necessity of getting the consent of 
the other three powers which were 
signatories of the Berlin convention, 
Italy and Germany agreed without 
much demur. 
Austria hesitated long, 


and it was not until after Tuesday's 
emergency cabinet council in London, 
•which discussed and approved 
the 


•whole plan, that the Austrian ambas- 
sador notified Lord Salisbury of the 
rather unwilling-assent of the govern- 
ment that the Rxissian, French and 
British fleets shall force the Darda- 
nelles, if necessary, in the execution of 
the new policy. 


The solution of the Turkish problem 


provides nothing so radical as a divis- 
ion of the Turkish'empire. Such a 
project has not been for a moment 
considered. 
The integrity of Turkey 


•will be substantially maintained. 


The terms of the new policy have 


practically been dictated by Russia. 


There are two or three versions in 


diplomatic circles of the policy at last 
decided upon. This is one: 


That Russia shall occupy the north- 


-eastern corner formed by .the Bos- 
porus and the Black sea and extend- 
ing to a point about half way down 
the Bosporus; that Constantinople and 
the Dardanelles shall be placed under 
European protection, but shall remain 
under the rule of the sultan, the forts 
at the Dardanelles being dismantled 
and the passage becoming entirely 
free. 
No further change is suggested 


, 
in regard to the integrity of the Turk- 
ish empire. 


This includes also European super- 


vision of some of the sultan's appoint- 
ments,

MADRID, Dec. 10.—The Heraldo says: 


The cabinet held a meeting1 Wednesday 
for the purpose of considering- Presi- 
dent Cleveland's message to congress. 
Ex-Premier Sagasta declared that the 
message is of so much importance that 
he will wait the receipt of the full text 
of the document before discussing1 it.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The house 


committee on banking- and currency at 
their meeting Wednesday unanimously 
adopted the two resolutions which fol- 
Jow. The first was introduced by Mr. 
jjrosius (rep., Pa.) and reads thus: 


"Resolved, That with a view to ob- 


taining- the latest and best thought on 
the subject of our financial and bank- 
in^ system, this committee invite sug- 
gestions and communications from 
financial, commercial and industrial 
organizations which may have any 
definite plan to present on the sub- 
ject." 
The second was offered by Mr. John- 


son (rep., Ind.): 


"Resolved, That all general bills now 


before this committee contemplating a 
revision of the banking and currency 
system, be submitted to the controller 
of the currency with the request that 
he analyze the same in writing and 
pome before this committee and state 
the effect of each bill if enacted into 
law, and also that he formulate and 
submit to this committee his views of 
a proper measure for the revision of 
the financial and banking system of 
the country." 


The committee do not expect to 


reach a conclusion regarding a proper 
banking bill in time to present to the 
house at this session, but it is confi- 
dently expected that one will be ready 
for the called session of congress which 
is generally anticipated. 


The committee adjourned until one 


week from Wednesday.

WASHINGTON, Dec. Iff. — Word 
has 


been passed out that in all probability 
the 1)111 of Congressman Phillips, of 
Pennsylvania, authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a. non-partisan commission to 
collate information, to consider and 
recommend legislation, to meet the 
problems presented by labor, agricul- 
ture and capital, will pass both houses 
at this session. The author of the bill 
is a Pennsylvania millionaire who has 
grown philanthropic and has devoted 
much time and thought to the subject 
of improving the relations between 
capital and labor. The commission to 
be known as the "industrial commis- 
sion" is to be composed of "three 
men representative of labor, three men 
representative of agriculture, three 
men representative of manufacturing 
and three men representative of busi- 
ness," — twelve men in all — a majority 
of whom shall not belong to any one 
of the political parties which took 
part in the last presidential election. 
The president is given power to ap- 
point and remove in his discretion. 
The terms provided for are two years 
and the salaries 55,000 a year and trav- 
eling expenses. 


The bill passed the house last ses- 


sion, was favorably reported in the 
senate and is now well up on ttie cal- 
endar. If passed this session Presi- 
dent Cleveland would have the power 
to appoint. This fact may serve to de- 
ter republicans from working for the 
measure at this session, but the au- 
thor of the bill, who is a republican, 
says he has no objection to President 
Cleveland making the appointments.
